la accordance with your request to go to the 
corner of Forty-second and Loomis streets to in 
vestigate a leakage in the city water mains I 
will state that I went to the place mentioned with 
Foreman Martin at 1:30 o'clock Aug. 20. When 
we arrived we found G. F. Rush was there. He 
pointed out a place whore he said that he was 
informed we would find a water main going 
into a building from the city main without 
having a meter attached. I started the laborers 
to digging down diroctly in front of the fire 
hydrant, which is located about eighty feet west 
of is street on Forty-second street. After 
digging down to the water pipe we found a six- 
inch water main connected with the six-inch hy- 
drant branch and ruoning south toward the 
building on the corner of Forty-second and 
Loomis streets. which is occupied as a ‘packing | 
kouse by Nelson Morris & Co. Upon discovering 
the pipe I immediately turned to a Mr. Wiggins, 
who is anemployé of Nelson Morris & Co., and who 
had been about the place watching the men dig- 
wing all the afternoon, and was very 
anxious to have the digging delayed until 
morning. I said to Mr. Wiggins: “ Did “you 
know that this water pipe runs into your prem- 
ises?. He replied that he did not. Whereupon I 
asked if there was any objection to my going into 
the basement to investigate it. He replied that 
he guessed not, but would go to the office and 
see. I went to the office with him, and Mr. E. 
Morris, son of Nelson Morris, told Mr. Wiggins 
and Mr. 
‘We started down into the basement together. 
took with me Foreman 
sistant Foreman Gahan. Messrs. Wiggins and 
Wolfner conducted us in a 
direction than where I supposed the water main 
entered the building, and then they went up- 
stairs and left us there. I sent Gahan out to get 
a lantern, as it was very dark. He returned in a 
few minutes with Ahe lantern, Mr. Rush coming 
with him. We then went to the point where 
we supposed the water main was located and dis- 
covered a six-inch water main coming up through 
the basement floor. Mr. Martin lifted up a trap- 
door just where the pipe is located and immedi- 
ately under the trap-door was found a six-inch 
valve connected with the pipe coming from the 
street, but shut off when we got there. 


Tracing the Pipe. 


We then started to trace the pipe which ran 
under the first-story floor, between the joists, 
about fifty feet south to a tight-wooden partition 
which concealed the pipe. At this time Mess rs. 
Wolfner and Wiggins came back. bringing the 
night watchman and two special policemen in 
the employ of the company. The watchman said 
he had charge of the whole building after 6 
o'clock and that he would not allow us to stay in 
the building any longer, and they compelled us 
to leave by main force. | 
At 10 o'clock in the evening I received a tele- 
phone message from Mr. E. Morris stating that it 
was a mistake not to allow us to investigate and 
if I would come down there at any other time I 
could go through the house and make a thor 
ough investigation. The next morning, Friday, 
Aug. 31, I went to Nelson Morris & Co.’s estab- 
lishment to finish the investigation.

The collision occurred a few minutes after

of steam. There were several curves in the 
track there and the cars were so numerous, 
he says, he could see only a short distance 
ahead.

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Mrs. Evalina Bliss, a Wealthy Woman, 
Charged Her Relatives with Poisoning 
Her to Get Hold of Her Money=Uer 
Daughter Arrested After the Funeral 
Chemist Discovers Metallic Poison in 
Mrs, Bliss’ Stomach and in Vessels Con- 
taining Food=New York News. 

New York, Sept. 3.—{Special.]—Resting un- 
der the charge of poisoning her mother, Mrs. 
Alice Fleming, the heir to $300,000 by her 
parents’ death, is tonight in the custody of | 
the Coroner. This is the latest feature of 
one of the most dramatic events in New 
York's criminal history. 

This afternoon Mrs. Fleming was chief 
mourner at the funeral of her mother, Mrs. 
Evalina Bliss of No. 397 St. Nicholas ave- 
nue. As she stepped into the carriage to ac- 
company her mother’s remains to the cem- 
etery three men quietly took seats with her. 
They were detectives and were detailed: to 
temain with Mrs. Fleming until after the 
funeral. Then.the arrest was to take place. 
Out of respect te the dead mother the execu- 
tion of the law was thus postponed. 

When the services at the cemetery were 
over Mrs, Fleming was driven at once tothe 
Harlem Police Court and arraigned before 
Magistrate Simms. Magistrate Simms said 
to her that she had been arrested on a war- 
rant issued by Coroner O’Meagher on a 
charge of causing the death of her mother 
by poison, and he had no further jurisdic- 
tion in the matter except to remand her to 
the custody of the Coroner, which he did, 
and she was removed to the Coroner’s office. 

The case is a mysterious and in some re- 
spects a sensational one, as the death of Mrs. 
Bliss gives to her daughter the income from 
an estate of $300,000 left by Robert Swift 
Livingstone, who was the first husband of 
Mrs. Bliss, 

To Dr. Bullman, who was summoned to 
her bedside’ Friday night, Mrs. Bliss said she 
had been poisoned by relatives who would be 
| financially benefited by her death. She said 
she had eaten clam chowder and a piece of 
apple pie, 

The doctor says that Mrs. Bliss’ attendants 
failed to give her the medicines he left for 
her. He secured the dish in which the chow- 
der had been and a piece of the pie and gave 
them to the Coroner. 

The Coroner had an examination made of 
the dead woman's stomach by Chemist W. 
T. Scheele, who says he found traces of 
metallic pöison in the stomach and also in 
the dish Which had contained chowder, and 
it had evidently been very skillfully pre- 
‘pared by some one with a knowledge of 


poison. 
Mrs. Fleming was tonight placed in the 
Tombs, where she will remain until after 


the inquest.

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THE STATE TREASURY EMPTY. 
The Assistant State Treasurer makes the 
following cheerless statement: 
Yes, it is true that the State is unable to meet 


its obligations, and creditors will be compelled to 
wait for their money until such a time as funds 


can be realized from the tax levy just made by the 


Thirty-ninth General Assembly, which will not be 
until the last half of April next year. There will 
be some receipts from miscellaneous sources be- 
fore that time—fees of State officers in October 
and the Illinois Central railroad payment in Jan- 
vary—but these will not be a drop in the bucket 
_ compared with the liabilities of the Treasury. 


Appropriations payablo between the last 
of June of this year and July 1, 1896, foot up 
$4,500,000. There was on hand to meet these 
July 1 last $900,000 and $500,000 has been col- 
lected since, then. That makes $1,400,000, 
which has all been paid out. The persons 
who call at the State Treasury between now 
and April for money due them will find noth- 
ing there. Nothing can be done for them, 
tor the State cannot borrow. They will have 
to wait until this year’s taxes are collected. 

There is no question as to the cause ofethis 
unpleasant state of affairs. The Democratic 
General Assembly of two years ago made 
beavy appropriations and a small tax levy. 
The large working balance left in the Treas- 
ury by the Republicans when they went out 
of power was used up and nothing done to 
replace it. Altgeld knew two years ago that 
his Legislature had been extravagant in its 
appropriations and had not made adequate 
provisions for revenue. He knew what the 
consequences of that would be, but he did 
not warn his Democrats, nor did he calla 
special session of the Legislature in order 
that the credit of the State might be pro- 
tected. He did not think it would be good 
politics to do that. He believed the low rate 
of taxation due to the failure to make the 
tax levy large enough would win votes for 
his party at last fall's election. 

‘Last winter and this spring Altgeld denied 
repeatedly that there would be a lack of 
money this year because of anything his 
General Assembly had done or had failed to 
do. He said there might be one next year, 
or year after next, if this General Assembly 


did not legislate as he wanted it to. But the 


Treasury is empty now, as he knew it would 
be, and the credit of the State is injured. 
From now until next April the State will 
be hard up and its creditors will whistle for 
their money. This is the first time in a great 
many. years that that has happened, but it 
has béen a good many years since the Dem- 
ocrats were in power in Illinois. 

There is nothing which can be done at 
present. The creditors must wait. But the 


recurrence of such a state of temporary 


bankruptcy can be prevented by the simple 
expedient of putting the control of State 
affairs in the hands of Republicans and keep- 
ing them in charge.. 


AN INSURANCE SWINDLER CAUGHT.’ 

A little more than two and a half years ago 
George W. Fraker, a physician in a small 
Missouri village, with neither wife nor chil- - 
dren to care for, and with a limited income, 
took out life insurance in different com- 
panies for $58,000, Shortly after he had done 
this he went on a fishing trip. He was 
standing on the bank of the Missouri, when, - 
according to his companions, there was a 
landslide and he went into the river and they 
saw no more of him. A thorough search was 
made for his body, but it could not be found. 

His sisters and his cousins, to whom he 
had left his property by his will, called on 
the insurance companies td pay up. Most of . 
the latter, suspecting fraud and not bellev- 
ing that Fraker was dead, refused to do so’ 
until his death was proved to their satisfac- 
tion. Thereupon they were sued in the 
United States courts. In spite of the gus- 
picious circumstances mentioned above, 
which were calculated to make any disinter- 
ested person think there was crookedness 
somewhere, the Judge was firmly convinced 
that everything was all right. So he ordered 
the jury to find for the plaintiffs, which was 
done. A new trial was asked for on the 
ground of error and was granted, though the 
Judge scolded the counsel for the companies 
for demanding it. The second trial came off 
almost immediately, As the companies saw 
there was no hope for them they agreed to 
pay up by the middle of last month if they 
could not find Fraker in the meanwhile. On. 
the date specified, Aug. 12, the money was 
paid over to the executor of the estate, and 
most of it is in his hands now. 

Since that trial the companies have been 


making redoubled efforts to find Fraker, and

It is most desirable, therefore, 
for the sake of policyholders generally that 
knaves like Fraker should be detected and 
punished severely. It is true that he is not 
as bad an offender as Holmes, for he has not 
committed murder to cheat the companies, 
but he deserves no sims ok: from a Missouri 
jury. N 


DANGERS OF FORCING UP PRICES. 

A Cleveland dispatch printed in Tus 
TRIBUNE last week stated that there had 
been a meeting there of Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
indiana, and Illinois window glass manu- 
facturers at which a combination was or- 
ganized for the purpose of advancing prices 
to meet the iricrease in the price of raw ma- 
terials and the prospective advance in 
wages. That which these glass manufactur- 
ers are doing other manufacturers have 
done. There have been numerous announce- 
ments of similar agreements to put up 
prices. 

Action of this kind on the. part of manu- 
facturers is indicative of returning prosperi- 
ty. It shows that there is a recovery from 
the abnormally low prices of last year and 
that employers are ready and willing to pay 
higher wages. But there is another point of 
view from which these concerted advances 
may be looked at. While they indicate pros- 
perity they also indicate a danger of the 
greatly increased importation of competitive 
goods, which would mean a sudden check qt 
the present industrial boom, which might be 
disastrous in its consequences, ; 

It is true that the tariff duties are not as 
low as Mr, Wilson and the other House Dem- 
ocrats mieant they should be. Through the 
efforts of Brice, Gorman, and three or four 
other Senators, assisted by the solid Repub- 
lican vote, the asperity of the original bill 
was toned down in many respects, more pro- 
tection being left than was desired by Presi- 
dent Cleveland and the framers of the bill. 
But it must not be forgotten that, in spite of 
the Senate modifications, duties are decid- 
edly lower than they were under the old 
law. That they were so much lower and 
gave so much less protection was hardly 
noticeable at first because of the way in 
which the prices of domestic products have 
been beaten down by the industrial panic. 
It is becoming noticeable now as the recov- 
ery of prices begins, for that recovery is fol-

This marking-up of the prices of manufact- 
ured goods of nearly all kinds is opening 
American markets under the present low 
tariff to an inundation of foreign wares the 
producers ef which will clutch eagerly at 
an opportunity to unload on this country. 
Every shipload of those goods which is sold 
below combination pool prices deprives a 
certain number of Americans of work and 
wages and necessitates the exportation of 
a certain quantity of American gold te pay 
for them, which exportations are likely to 
be followed by currency disturbances. This 
displacement of American by foreign goods 
will be followed inevitably by the discharge 
of some workers and the reduction of the 
wages of others, depriving them of what 
they have gained by recent advances. Then 
there would be labor disturbances once 
more, and the free coinage agitation, which 
thrives best in hard times, would recover 
some of the strength it has lost. 

A natural advance in prices is desirable, 
But a forced, artificial advance, ordered by 
‘trusts which are overgreedy and have little 
foresight, has its dangers. It means going 
ahead too rapidly and then falling back with 
painful suddenness and with much disturb+ 
ance of industrial peace. The gentlemen 
who are holding little meetings in hotel par- 
lors, marking up prices, limiting output, 
and trying to crush out rivals who will not 
come into their combinations should study 
carefully the present tariff law; with which 
they may not be thoroughly familiar as yet, 
and then refrain from demanding prices 
which the protection it gives does not war- 
rant them in asking. If they go beyond its

“merely a halting step toward real and et- 
» fective canal improvement, and one that can 
be justified, if at all, only as a temporary 
expedient." What it wants is a ship canal 
across the State twenty-six feet in depth 
and not less than 125 feet wide at the bottom. 
The route to be followed, says the Times, 
should either be that of the Erie Canal or 
should run from Oswego to the Hudson, 
which would necessitate the construction of 
a canal around Niagara Falls. 

The Times dwells strongly on the great 
benefits of such a ship canal, especially as 
concerns the City of New York. It tells the 
people ‘of that city that if they do not look 
out they will come to grief: 

The people of New York City are proverbially 
complacent and satisfied with their present condi- 
tion, We run no risk of being re puted alarmists if 
we warn them that the comme total supremacy of 
the city js by no means secure. It is assalled on 
the North ahd on the South and in the West. It is 
not inconceivable that some great railroad dev el- 
opment may divert the stream of Western prod- 
ucts from our Warehouses and wharves to some 
other port upon the Atlantic. E very New-Yorker 
fumillar with the commerrial history of the city 
has heard the discussions of an e nterprise of that 
nature with Newport News as its seaboard ter- 
minus. Last year Baltimore exported 15.000,000 
bushels of wheat—nearly 50 per cent of our own 
exports. Raltimore, Philadelphia, Boston, and 
Montreal together exported over 86,000,000, e very 
bushel of Which, we venture to say, would have 
gone to Liverpool by way of New York had a deep- 
water ship canal been in operation. But these are 
only heginnings. 

No one will question the correctness of the 
assertion of the New York paper to the effect 
that the; extension of the facilities of deep- 
sea transportation 1,500 miles into the in- 
terior would be of incalculable advantage to 
the people of the West as well as to the com- 
mercial interests of New York. The shallow 
Erie ditch carried last year only a little over 
three million tons, while the traffle of the 
Sault Ste. Marie Canal was 50 per cent great- 
er than that of the Suez Canal. ut it the 
Irie Canal were 26 feet deep, so that canal 
barges could be replaced by large lake 
steamers, or by whalebacks carrying 100,000 
bushels of grain, then it would be impossible 
to compute the volume of the traffic follow- 
ing that route from the interior to the sea. 

While Canada has been doing a great deal, 
says the Times, comparatively little has 
been done on the other side of the line. The 
Dominion hag expended $75,000,000 on canals 
which directly endanger the commercial su- 
premacy of New York. That State spent 
seven millions on the Erie and is proposing 
to expend about nine millions more. The 
distance from Duluth to Liverpool via Mont- 
real is 413 miles less than via the Erie Canal 
and New York. It is 163 miles more from 
Du‘uth t@ New York than to Montreal. 


In these days of close competition and closer 
‘figuring’ for profits these differences are well 
worth taking into account. Indeed, it is the 
wastefulness of ‘present canal transportation that 
makes the construction of a ship canal imperative. 
If the present rate per bushel of transporting 
wheat from Buffalo to New York, which is about 
n cents, can be diminished by one-half, or even 
more, the wealth of the country will be increased 
by our proportionate gain in ability to meet com- 
petition in the markets of the world. The lake 
rate from Chicago or Duluth is as low as 2 cents 
a bushel. Every fraction of a cent reduction be- 
low 5 cents per bushel in the wheat rate from Du- 
luth or Chicago to New York will become an im- 
portant factor in our commercial prosperity. This 
id one of the important elements of the problem. 


The Times estimates that the cost of con- 
structing the canal it desires will be “some- 
thing under $150,000,000." That is over sixteen 
times more than itis ces the State shall 
expend. Who is to make good the difference? 
The Times says that this canal, that would 
confirm beyond all rivalry the commercial 
supremacy of New York City, should be con- 
tracted by the State or the National Gov- 
ernment, or by both together.” Since there 
is no likelihood of the State consenting to ex- 
pend so much money, though it would be ben- 
efited so greatly by the ship canal, therefore 
if the werk is done the General Government 
will be called on to defrax most of the cost. 
The International Deep. Waterways As- 
sociation is to meet at Cleveland this month, 
and doubtless the suggestion will be made 
there that the National Government co- 
operate in the construction of a ship canal 
from the lakes to the ocean. 

Unquestionably there should be such a 
canal, and there is no reason why the State 
of New York should not buifdit. If this city 
can expend about thirty millions on the 
drainage channel without appealing to Un- 
cle Sam for assistance New York can spend 
five times that sum on the ship canal and not 
féel it. Therefore it would be much better 
for it nat to fritter away nine millions, but 
to invest the larger sum and to display once 
more the sagacity and courage it did when it 
began the construction of the Erie Canal.

“eit Francisco paper about the social cus- 
toms of that interesting island, Samoa, 
“why, there's more society to the square 
inch in Samoa. than any other place I know. 

“White? O, no. There’s very little white 
society—only a few official families, just a 
little handful of people—and there really 
isn't time for many afternoon teas and 
things of that sort. But society—plenty of 
it, and very aristocratic society, too. 

“you can't be a society’ belle unless you 
have, first of all, good blood. Unless you 
belong to an old, well known family of the 
high rank you are not in Samoan society, 

no matter how pretty you are. 


“Then you must be well up in etiquette,. 


and Samoan etiquette is a great deal harder 
to learn than all the rules in ‘don’t’ put to- 
gether. 

“The leader of society. there is always a 
young and beautiful girl, She is chosen 
from among the village girls, and she is 
given the title of the ‘Beautiful Maid.’ 

“When the girl has that title you may 
know she is the social. autocrat of her-vil- 
lage. She wears all the prettiest bracelets 
there are and she never soils her hands with 
work of any sort. All the other girls wait 
en her and bow down before her, and she 
says who's to dance before the King and 


who isn’t, and who's to be invited and who's 


to be cut. Why, the Princess of Wales hasnt 


half the social power. : 

‘Then there's a man—he’s called the Mag- 
nificent One.“ He's always young and hand- 
scme and strong and well up in the latest

1 ter was made a chief, you know, and he 
was going . a village, so I went with 
him and there saw her.”’

Zenana Women of india. 
An account of a visit I paid to the zénana 
or harem of a Mohammedan Nawab in a na- 


tive state may not be without interest, writes 


Mrs. Ernest Hart to the London Queen. 

A carriage and mounted escort of soldiers 
were sent at 8 o’clock one morning to convey 
us to the castle. A gate in the immense walls 
of the compound led us into the ill-kept gar- 
dens; passing froni these Into the courtyard 
and through long colonnades and ‘untidy 
passages we were conducted finally into the 
zenana. A large and lofty room, with walls 
on three sides and a colonnade opening on 
to a courtyard was the apartment in which 
we were receiyed. Chairs were-brought for 
our accommodation, but, with the exception 
of the matting on the floor, the place was 
withott furniture. Women, some young and 
tall, others old and wrinkled, passed and re- 
passed while we waited for the Begum to ap- 
pear. They were all dresesd in the same 
fashion. Trousers of light colored damasks 
or satin clothed them from the waist. These 
pantaloons were baggy above, but so close 
fitting from the knee downward that, they 
have to be sewn up after they areon, They 
are unsewn and removed once a week for 


the bath. A short bodice reaching just be- 


low the breast is worn; and then round the 


body and over the shoulders and head is 


wound the sari of muslin or silk, which falls 
in graceful folds from the hips and shoul- 
ders. The Begum kept us waiting, and we 
were told the reason was that she was*put-+ 
ting on all her jewels to do us honor. Pres- 
ently she came in—a small, young woman, 
with an oval, immobile face, and smooth, 
black hair. She wore t ’ 
rich green damask and a sari ef cloth o 
gold; on her bare ankles were anklets of 
uncut emeralds and diamonds, said to be 
worth 40,000 rupees; on her arms were a 
large number of. jeweled bangles and arm- 
lets; on her fingers rings ot beautiful rubies’ 
and diamonds; round her neck were strings 
of fine pearls, and, suspended by studs of 
large diamonds in the outer rim of the ears, 
she wore across the hair, at the back of the 
head, pearls, emeralds, and rubies, prettily 
set as a kind of collarette. The ears were 
pierced in several places to allow of rings 
and jewels to be inserted, and in the nose a 
small diamond was worn, The little jew- 
eled lady did not speak English, and, aft ter 
we had admired her jewelry, conversation 
soon came to an end. Her wee baby was 
brought in dressed in colored silk, with a 
gold laced cap on its little bald head, The 
Nawab. joined us, and there was much live- 
ly chat over the ‘object of our visit to the 
State. In such a zenana the most rigorous 
seclusion of the wives is enforced—wi 1 
say, for in this zenana the Begum was 
chief, not the only wife, and was married 
the day after the death of the first Begum. | 
The state of morality of such @ poly 
home may be judged from the fact the 
Begum had a child 5 months old and ta 
secondary wife just been confined in the 
same zenana.

Alton, III., Sept. 3.—[Special.]—Cyclist W. 
L. Sactelben, whose home is in this city, has 
written to the manager of his contemplated 
bicycle tour as follows concerning his ex- 
pertence in Armenia and his search for Frank

Erzeroum, Turkey. Aug. 10.—My only diffi- 
culty in this case thus far has been the lack of 
support fom our Minister at Constantinople. — I 
received a long letter from him today in which 
he says he has no army or navy to back up the 
three demands I have made—viz.: Immediate ar- 
rest, trial, and punishment of murderers, 
whose names I have long ago sent, of the dis- 
missal of the officials guilty of the death of 
Leoz, either from negligence or willful inaction, 
and the payment of ‘an indemnity of $50,000. 

Our present Secretary of State, Richard Olney, 
seems to be a man better fitted than was Gresham 
to see that American prestige is upheld in Tur- 
key, and I have strong hope of yet seeing all 
three demands obtained. as they should. Ali are 
within the usual mode of conducting foreign re- 
lations with Turkey. 

For some weeks now! have been waiting to 
see the Turkish Government take the proper 
steps to act on the information I have secured in 
spite of their objection.

GROSS BARBARITY AT  SASSOUN. 


Europeans Denied the Right to Aid Their 
Fellow-Christians. 

hs York, Sept. 3.—Agent Leman has re- 
cently received an authentic account of the 
barbarities practised by the Turks at Sassoun. 
After attenipting to force the inhabitants to 
sign a statement exonerating the Sultan’s 
soldiers in return for a pitiful sum of money, 
the authorities did not hesitate to refuse to 
permit the distribution of a large amount 
raised in England and America. 

Expatriated Armenians also contributed a 
substantial sum for the aid of their country- 
men. The Turkish committee which had the 
matter of exoneration in charge offered to 
act as distributing agents. Upon the refusal 
of the agents of the British’ Ambassador to 
accede to this the Turkish Government for- 
bade the distribution of any aid whatever, re- 
voking its own promised gift of timber to re- 
build the houses destroyed and refusing to 
permit the hiring of peasants and artisans for 
that purpose. Asa result the new British 
Consul, Mr. Hampson, has gone up to Sassoun.

As a rule the local Cubans and Spaniards 
are well informed as to the general situa- 
tion. The large majority of them are cigar 
manufacturers who visit annually the Island 
of Cuba and there purchase their material; 
some of them own and others control planta- 
tions in Cuba, and if for no other reason are 
forced into the arena by pure husiness in- 
terests. With a few exceptions the Cubans 
and Spaniards interviewed refused absolute- 
ly to allow their names to go into print. 

“It is like this,“ said a prominent Cuban 
and cigar manufacturer in response to a 
question put him, ‘‘Most of us are engaged 
in the cigar and tobacco business. At some 
time during the year, either personally or 
by representative, we are obliged to go to 
Cuba to purchase our material. The Span- 
ish Minister at Washington watches the 
newspapers like a cat, and has agents, or at 
least the Spanish Government has agents, 
throughout the country trying to prevent 
any uprising in this country favoring the in- 
surgents. The report of anything I might 
say for publication would be clipped and for- 
warded to Cuba, and I should expect nothing 
lees on my next visit to Cuba than assassina- 
tion. If you want my idea of the Cuban 
revolution I can only say this: The Cubans, 
and Spaniards as well, are suspicious to the 
last degree. Cuba is the most corrupt coun- 
try tn the world, and jealousy is no name for 
the ferment which gives the whole popula- 
tion a feeling of awful uncertainty. One of 
the strange things to me is the fact that 
while many Spaniards and Cubans are men 
of great ability, as soon as they get into 
power they lose their heads and plunge at 
once into iniquity. If Cuba only had a man 
at its head like Gladstone this trouble might 
have been avoided, but now it is on to stay.” 


Press Reports Tainted. 


Another Cuban cigar manufacturer, when 
asked his opinion of the revolution, replied: 
„O, no; you can get all you want from the 
newspapers, and that was all he would say 
until he was assured his name would not be 
printed with the interview. Then continuing 
he said: The newspapers are all wrong. I 
know enough about that country to know 
that even a pretense at exactness of informa- 
tion is out of the question. The Spanish Gov- 
ernment has control of everything. I do not 
believe a word goes out of Cuba that is not 
tainted with Spanish touches. The wealthy 
and more intelligent classes in Cuba side 
with the republic. Martinos Campos is, I 
believe, an able man in many respects and 1 
think is entitled to more credit than he re- 
ceives, but he is fairly detested by the rank 
and file of Cubans. If Cuba were free there 
would be an everlasting row between the 
Cubans and negroes, of which there are a 
large number, over the distribution of 
patronage. Few people realize how powerful 
and dangerous the Cuban negro is. He can 
whip three white men and is possessed of 
wonderful endurance.” 

“What do you think the attitude of the 
insurgents toward the United States to be?“ 

“Friendly in some respects. The Cuban 
revohitionists, of course, appreciate the 
sympathy of the United States, but the con- 
flict once ended in their favor or settled in 
any ‘permanent way and that friendliness 
will cease. The Cubans never lose sight of 
Mexico, and refer constantly to the manner 
in which Mexico was treated and part of its 
territory absorbed by the United States. If 
Cuba is by some hook or crook annexed to 
the United States the country will be over- 
yun and Cuba, as such, will be lost forever.” 

Still another tobacco dealer said: The 
whole foundation of Cuba is rotten; deceit 
seems'to be in the composition of the Cuban. 
This, of course, is the result of his education 
and treatment by the Spanish Government. 
Smuggling is not the exception but the rule 
in Cuba, and corruption is a fine art. 

The Spaniards and Cubans in Chicago are 
brothers. Such a thing as international ani- 
niosity is unknown here. It is impossible to 


get any correct information from Cuba, 


and even if there were a chance for. dispute 
we have no information to draw upon, for 
anybody who knows Cuban conditions 
knows the press reports are untriie.”’ 


Extracts from a Havana Paper. 


Joseph Santaella of Nos. 12 and 14 Dear- 
born street furnished THe TRIBUNE reporter 
a copy of La Lucha, a Republican paper 
printed in Havana. A prominent Cuban 
teacher of foreign languages kindly. con- 
sented to translate some of the more im- 
portant information in the issue of Aug. 27. 

Where are the editorials?’ he exclaimed 
at once; then, after a few moments’ thought, 
“You see, since this trouble assumed larger 
proportions, the editorials were suppressed. 


«There is nothing in this number but a mass 


of disconnected dispatches announcing re- 
sults of bushwacking fights between the in- 
surgents and the government.“ 

La Lucha is a Republican paper, and while 
usually liberal in its policy, is now closely 
watched by the Spaniards. The same is true 
with all the Cuban papers. There are a 
couple of revolutionist papers in New York, 
but of course they are too far away from the 
field to get any valuable information. 

The Cuban professor then read the follow- 
ing extracts: 

In an interview between Castelar and 
Canalejas the former said that Martinos 
Campos is a General of universal prestige 
and capable of doing everything to defend 
the Island of Cuba; that Campos is the 
‘broche’ to sustain the colonists, and if this 
‘broche’ is broken the colonies will be lost; 
if he conquers, said Castelar, as it is natural 
to suppose, the Conservatives wet N on in 
power.“ 

Another dispatch printed in tis Lucha as 
coming from Madrid says: “In November 
25,000 men will be sent to Cuba.“ 

Another dispatch from the same place 
says: Gen. Salcedo of the Spanish contin- 
gent expressed his belief that if reinforce- 
ments were sent to Cuba at once and the gov- | 
ernment renewed its efforts to put the colon- 
ists under control the fight could not possibly 
be finished before the end of 1896.“ 

A locaPparagraph reads: It is said, with- 
out any mystery, that the people of Puerto 
Principe are very dissatisfied with Gomez

Cubans who have .escaped 
from there say they importuned the Spanish 
guards to turn them loose among the &av- 
ages and wild beasts rather than to torture 
them in Ceuta, even though the sight ofa 
Sbanlard or Cuban is hated by the African 
tribes. 

“There are between 30,000 and 35,000 
Cubans in the United States and between 
2,000 to 3,000 Cubans in Chicago.” 

Sefior Castro gave the following as his ver- 
sion of the conflict: The Cuban people 
from long abuse are suspicious, but they 
are nevertheless good neighbors, and, if 
secured, would make good use of their inde- 
pendence. The Cuban negro is docile and 
not dangerous, as he is pictured to be. The 
trouble predicted between the Cubans and 
the blacks in event of autonomy is without

The Situation in a Nutshell.

SAY THEY STOLE TONS OF BRASS. 


Two Men Arrested for Robbing the L. 
Wolff Manufacturing Company. 

Lawrence Powers and Thomas Causis were 
arrested yesterday for stealing brass from 
the L. Wolff Manufacturing company, Lake 
and Jefferson streets. 

The arrests were made by Detectives Fla- 
herty and McCafferty of the Central Detail. 
Powers, who it is claimed was at the head of 
the stealing, is reported to have made a con- 
fession, in which he acknowledged his thefts 
extended over a period of five years and 
amounted to at least $20,000. 

Powers is an expressman and lives at 
Twentieth street and California avenue. 
Causis was a trusted employé of the Wolff 
company and had chargd@of the ashes and 


scrap metal from the brass cupolas. On the 
third floor of the big factory tnere is a brass 
faundry where hundreds of tons of this 
valuable metal are annvally-cast into fittings 
of all kinds and descriptions. In taking tne 
molten metal from the cupolas and again 
in pouring it into the cores considerable of it 
splashes out. These scraps of metal are 
worth about nine cents a pound. They are 
carefully swept up every day aiong with the 
dirt and cinders from the crucibles and are 
sent to the basement, where they are thrown 
into a combination crusher and washer. 

The cinders are reduced to a powder and 
washed out, while the particlesof metal are 
saved, The crushed cinders are very valua- 
ble for foundations, as they are almost like 
cement when the water is drained off. This 
was the work which Causis had charge of and 
Powers had a contract for the ground cinders, 

ing $2 a load for them. 

ie owers, it is said, tells how he bribed 
Causis to throw back some of the scrap 
brass into the. cinders, paying him $5 for 
his complicity in the thieving. — 

These scraps of metal are broken up into 
fine bits and are about the color of the crushed 
cinders, so that it required little caution on 
the part of Causis to carry out his part of the 
contract. The scrap metal is heavy and 
valuable and only requires the stealing of a 
small bulk each day to make the business of 
robbery a decidedly remunerative enterprise. 

The stealing, which Powers says has gone 


definitely if he had not become involved in a 
row with one of his employés. Powers, it is 
said, conducts a foundry, or reducing works, 
of his own at Twentieth street and California 
avenue. He had a quarrel with one of his 
employés, who mistrusted that Powers was 
not getting his metal honestiy and who, to 
get even with his employer, told his suspicions 
to John Wolff of the L. Wolff Manufacturing 
compan 

Mr. olff saw at once that there was am- 
ple opportunity for the robbery if his trusted 
employé, Thomas Causis, should go wrong. 
Hereported the case to tne City Detective 
Department and Detectives McWaffery and 
Flaherty went.to work in the foundry as 
brass molders. In this they had an oppor- 
tunity to watch the actions of Causis and 
caught him throwing the reciaimed scraps of 
metal back into the slag which Powers buys. 

When Powers came after a load uf the stuff 
yesterday morning both men were arrested 
and taken to headquarters at Central, where, 
it is said, both made confessions. 

John Wolff said yesterday he could not tell 
to what extent the firm had been victimized, 
but thought the amount of the stealings had 
been put poe He said, however, that 
Causis had always been considered honest and 
that his opportunities for stealing were prac- 

r tically unlimited. 

Causis lives at No. 152 Blackhawk street, 
and both he and Powers are regarded as well- 
to-do people by their neighbors.

| BELONG TO ILLINOIS. | 
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Capt. Streeter Fails to Obtain a Home- 
stead Near the Waves=Three Cases Are 
Decided by the Acting Secretary of the 
Interio .

Washington, D. C., Sept. 3.— The Acting 


Secretary of the Interior bas rendered three 
important decisions regarding the ownership 
of imimensely valuable accretion lands lying 
north of the Chicago River in the City of Chi- 
cago, The gist of the decision is that the 
land does not belong to the United States 
Government, but prohably does belong to 
he State of Illinois. | 

The first case is that of George W. Streeter 
and P. T. Johnson, who applied to make 
homestead entry of about 150 acres of land 
lying on both sides of the Chicago River at 
its mouth in Lake Michigan. 

The land was filled in by dumping between 
the meander line established by the govern- 
ment survey in 1821 and the present water- 


line. 

Johnson claims to have lived thore in a 
house built on piles for sixteen yeurs and 
Streeter claims to have been wrecked there in 
1886 and to have lived there for two yeara. 
Technically this land is part of Sections 3 
and 10 of Township 39, and these sections, 
the Secretary gays, were seiected by the State 
of Illinois in 1827 for canal purposes under 
authority of an act of Congress. 

The Secretary says the State of lilinois 
owns the lands under the navigable waters of 
Lake Michigan within its limits, and that the 
Alls in by any person or corporation not 
the owners of shore lands gives them no 
riparian rights. In any case, he says the 
United States Government has no title and 
therefore could convey none to any ciaimant. 

The second case is that of Jacob Nine and 
others against N. K. Fairbank and others. 
The former tried to ldcate military bounty 
land warrants on 120 acres of accretion land 
north of the Chicago River, between the orig- 
inal survey meander line and the preeent 
water line. ‘The Secretary decides the United 
States has no title to the land 

The third case is that of Peter T. J ohnson, 
who joined with Streeter inthe first men- 
tioned application to locate Valentine scrip 
on fifty-five acres of accretion land south of 
the Chicago River. It is rejected, like the 
others, for want of title in the United States 
Government. 

[Attorney John S. Miller considers the decision 
a proper one.
